BRAZIL. 

Leprosy — State of Sao Paulo. 

According to information dated August 4, 1922, taken from the 
annual message of the President of the State of Sao Paulo, Brazil, 
data were being collected regarding the lepers in the State, prepar- 
atory to instituting measures for their care and for the prevention 
of further spread of the disease. The number of lepers in the State 
was estimated at about 1,000. 

HAWAII. 
Plague. 

Under date of August 29, 1922, the occurrence of two fatal cases 
of plague was reported in Hawaii. The first case, which was bubonic 
in type, occurred at Honakaa in a Japanese, a stableman, and 
terminated fatally August 19. The second case was a Japanese 
school girl, a resident of Honakaa Mill, Hawaii. The case was pneu- 
monic in type and terminated fatally August 24. 

JAMAICA. 

Alastrim. 

During the four-week period ended August 26, 1922, 110 new cases 
of alastrim were reported in the Island of Jamaica. The two weeks 
ended August 19 and 26 showed the greatest number of cases, viz, 
36 and 55, respectively.

During the same period, seven cases of typhoid fever were reported 
in Kingston and 55 cases in the surrounding country.
